Persons  who  ha\e  been  en<^ao;ed  in  t^enealooica!  research  are 
aware  that  the  insciiption  (;n  the  toinbstone  is  frecjuentK'  tlic  onU 
record  of  death  to  be  found,  which  adds  to  the  iinj)oi  tance  ol  its 
preservation  in  sometorni. 

This  list  includes  all  the  stones  now  standing-  within  the  limits  of 
the  old  bur\ inu^  ^I'ound,  to<i^ether  with  the  tirst  row  of  the  addition 
of  1S38.  There  are  nians'  tri-a\  es  unmarked  b\"  stones  ;  some  ot  them 
probably,  h;i\  in^  ne\  er  had  au\'.  others  ha\  in<j^  ])een  destro\  ed. 

It  must  be  l)orne  in  mind  tliat  the  \"ariation  in  spelling  ot  proj)er 
names  and  otlier  words,  is  lar^^eh'  due  to  the  tanc\  ot  the  en^ia\ei".

The  ground  was  first  used  lur  hurial  purposes  in  1723,  three  years 
bef(ire  the  East  Parish  church  was  organized,  previous  to  that  date 
the  old  hurying  gKJund  in  the  lirst  parish  (Bradford)  was  used.
